New York, Sept. 20.—[{Special.]—Before 
Frank B. Kellogg, the government counsel 
in its\suit to dissolve the Standard Oil com- 
pany, went to Washington on Saturday to 
confer with the president he discovered 
dome new evidence which may have an im- 
portant bearing on the hearings before Ex- 
aminer Ferriss in this city.

Flagler Will Not Be Called. 

It is said now that Henry M. Flagler will 
not be subpoenaed as a witness. For sev- 
eral days last week it looked as if Mr. Kel- 
logg would be obliged to subpoena Mr. Flag- 
ler in order to get Some information concern- 
ing the missing transfer books, as Mr. Flag- 
ler was secretary of the old board of liquida- 
tion trustees during much of thetime. Such 
action might have given Mr. Flagler im- 
munity from the gevernment’s suit against 
him as an individual, It has been charged 


for no other purpose than to compel the gov- 
ernment to subpoena Mr. Flagler.

STONES FILL THE POCKETS. 


Police Seeking Suspects as Result of 
Finding of Remains. 


With hands tied behind him and clothes 
weighted with stones, the body of an uniden- 
tifled man was found floating in the Chicago 
river near ite mouth yesterday. The police 
believe the man was the victim of a mys | 
terious murder, but they also say he may 
have adopted an unusual method of suicide. 

A fragment of white marble tombstone a | 
foot square was found buttoned in the 
bosom of the shirt. Four smaller pieces 
of the same marble slab, with seven pieces of 
concrete and a large bowlder were in the 
pockets of coat and trousers. The weight 
of the stones was perhaps six pounds. 

The hands were bound with a length of win- 
dow cord. One end of this was tied about 
the left wrist in a hard, square knot. The 
othey end was drawn tight around the right 
wrist Wy a slip knot. In Ife the man eould 
have brought his hands to his sides. Two 
feet of the cord hung loosely across his back. 

A gash an inch or more in length showed 
on the forehead above the left eye. A low 
crowned black crush hat was found stuffed 
beneath the right arm under the coat. 


Fireman Discovers Body. 

The body rose to the surface at the east 
end of the freight dock of the Goodrich 
Steamship company. It floated between the 
pier and the hull of the steamer Carolina of 
Duluth, which lay alongside. It was discoy- 
ered by Fireman Hans, Loesecke, who, with 
the aid of his shipmates, hauled it on the

It was the body of a man 85 years old, 
6 feet in height, weighing 190 pounds. The 
hair was blonde and inclined to curl. The 
face was smoothly shaven. The clothing 
consisted of a dark blue coat, pepper and 
galt trousers, a black cotton shirt, black 
suspenders, gray wool socks, and rough lace 
shoes. The body evidently hed been in the 
water from three to six weeks. 

No money was found in the pockets, which, 
except for the stones, contained only an 
empty tobacco sack and a shoestring. There 
were no identifying marks upon the cloth- 
ing. The man plainly had been a laborer. 

First Suspect Murder. 

The early theory of the police was that the 
man, who idly had just been paid off, was 
murdered after drinking among wharfside 
grogeries by roughs who had caught a 
glimpse of his money. The empty pockets, 
the gash on the forehead, the weights to 
sink the body, the hat stuffed under the arm 
as if in an effort to force the dead to carry 
into the river's depth all trace of a crime, 
point to murder. ;

Bessemer Ore Is a Failure. 

Within the last few days there has come to 
the Pittsburg district absolute proof that 
there is little to hope for in Bessemer ores. 
The United States Steel corporation has be- 
gun its changes to open hearth furnaces by 
closing the Bessemer departments of the 
Duquesne, Edgar Thompson, and Homestead 
plants. The first two never will reopen and 
the Homestead may not. 

Though the Pittsburg st2el men had ex- 
pected the ultimate failure of Bessemer ore, 
they had chosen to view it as due far in the 
future. But the falling off in the quality of 
ore has alarm:d steel men. The open hearth 
furnace offers the only solution of the prob- 
lem, and it is to supplant most of the Beage- 
mer furnaces throughout the country as 
rapidly as possible. 

The making of steel rails now offers 
ground for speculation’ in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict and it is likely makers will be forced 
to change plans. The steel corporation men 
are figuring on a much higher priced rail of 
the Bessemer type.

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BISHOP SERS WAR FOREVER 


Dr. Potter Insists the Day of the 
Army Will Never Pass. 


IS THE POLICE OF THE WORLD 


Prelate Speaks Feelingly at Furling 
of Colors in Post Chapel. 


New York, Sept. 20.—[Special.}—A com- 
dination religious and military service, unique 
m the history of the army, was held this 
afternoon in the post chapel of St. Cornelius, 
the Centurion, at Governor’s island when the 
flags of the Twelfth regiment of infantry 
were retired from Service and installed for 
all time Im the chapel. Similar services are 
not uncommon in Russia, Germany, and 
England, but have never been held in this 
country. 

Bishop Potter, who delivered the sermon, 
Geclared that while he sympathized with the 
efforts being made to Minimize the horror of 
war, he believed that the time would never 
come “until we are all angels when we 
would not want an army.“ 


Never to Be Without an Army. 

He said he appreciated that ſt was a beau- 
tiful thing that a conference like that now 
in progress at The Hague should be held, but, 
nevertheless, “ the idea will not come in your 
day nor in mine or in any other day, when 
we. be without our army or the force of 
which it is the incarnation.”’ 

“We cannot expect order,“ Bishop Potter 
ald. without the larger forces of author- 
ity, just as we cannot expect to sit in safety 
in our dwellings tonight without the smaller. 
The armies of the world are in reality only 
the police of the world.” 


Glad Our Flag Is in Philippines 

The bishop said he was delighted to hear 
that the colors had been in the Philippines. 

T hope,” he said, that I will give no un- 
holy offense if I say that the civilization we 
found in the Philippines was a debased civili- 
zation; if we have no better to give them, we 
are poor, indeed. B ed be the day the 
United States flag found its way there and 
may it never be withdrawn.” 

The bishop said that army flags belong 
properly in the chapel. 

“If tha men who serve under chem,“ sald 
he, “ are not touched by the divine inspira- 
tion that the church stands for, alas for the 
army and for the land.” 

At the conclusion of the sermon thedtwo 
color sergeants carried the flags up high 
stepladders and put them in plac; on the 
chapel walls. The regimental trumpeters, 
going into the chancel sounded To the 
colors,’’ and the battalion marched out.

May Investigate Cost of Feeding. 

President William Busse, Who arrived in 
Chicago last evening after a visit in Colo- 
rado, suggested, among other things, an 
investigation might be ordered to learn just 
what the feeding of the counts prisoners 
actually costs. 

“If the jail scandals are dealt with at 
this meeting some important action will be 
taken, just what I do not know as yet,“ said 
Mr. Busse.

Political Unrest Continues. 


There is great political unrest throughout 
the island. Although the proposed revo- 
lution was apparently nipped in the bud by 
the action of the goverhment in. arresting 
the leaders, there remain many disturbing 
elements in the country districts, and these 
1 cause trouble. 

In Santiago one band, consisting, according 
to various reports, of twenty to thirty men, 
is being chased by the rurales undsr Capt. 
Dougherty of the American army. This | 
band is the one which exchanged shots with 
the rurales night before last. Its members 
have rifles and ro volvers and money. It is 
composed of outlaws, most of whom are 
under court indictments. 

Raefel Guerra was arrested this morning, 
charged with conspiracy. The charge against 
him is jhe same as that against Parra, Du- 
casse, and Miret. It is said the consptrators 
held meetings in Guerra’s home. Twelve 


Cienfuegos soon may become a trouble zone. 
The waiters there are on strike, and others 
plan to strike soon. It is reported also that 
political trouble is coming in that vicinity,,; 
where conspirators have been active. 


Strikes a Serious Factor. 

Most people think that the railroad and 
other strikes offer more prospects of serious 
trouble than the threatened revolution. The 
lightermen of Havana harbor probably will 
strike tomérrow and the stevedores in a few 
Gays. This will make conditions here serious. 
The railroad strike came at a fortunate 
time of the year, when neither the tobacco 
nor the sugar crop is moving. 

Gov. Magoon is determined to take drastic 
action. The orders to the rurales concern- 
ing Cutlawe and insurrectos practically are 
to capture, kill, or run them into the ocean. 

The railroad strike may embarrass the 
American army in shipping supplies to the 
troops in Pinar del Rio’ Gen. Barry plans 
to transport forage for the horses by means 
of wagons if necessary. 

In the midst of all this the yellow fever 
situation at Cienfuegos is becoming more 
serious. One troop of the Fifteenth cavalry, 
stationed at the Soledad plantation, a few 
miles from Cienfuegos, has been transferred 
to another locality because the plantation has 
become infected. During the last few days 
three natives have been attacked by the 
disease, which tends to disprove the theory 
that Cubans are immune and that only for- 
eigners catch the fever.

SILENCE AT FATAL HOUR. 


Plan to Have Gatherings Auto- 
matic and Independent Put 
Off Indefinitely. 


THE HAGUE, Sept. 29.—The effert to make 
future international conferences automatic 
and independent of the will of any sovereign 
has failed, and it is now certain Emperor 
Nicholas of Russia will convoke the next 
conference as usual. : 

In the original propositions, drafted first 
by Great Bram and then by the United 


States, there were two unconcealed inten- . 


‘tions—namely: to secure automatic periodic 
meetings of the conference every five or 
every seven years and the withdrawal of the 
power to call future conferences from Rus- 
sia. not on account of any feeling against 
the Russian emperor but on the principle 
that the conference should be automatic and 
independent. 

Overlooks Question of Periodicity. 

The delegations interested In the question 
were first induced to renounce their own 
propositions, as they might have appeared 
disagreeable to Russia,allowing Nelidoff, the 
president of the conference, who is a Russian 
himself, to present the resolution voted Sept. 
21, which assumed the character of a gen- 
erous renunciation on Russia's part of inter- 
ference in the convocation of future confer- 
ences. M. Nelidoff, however, began by mere- 
ly providing in his resolution for the con- 
vocation of a third conference, so that the 
desired periodicity disappeared. . 

Czar’s Hand Remains at Helm. 

As the resolution does not méntion who 
shall convoke the convention, Dr. Beldimans, 
the Roumanian delegate, delivered a speech 
in which, after dwelling on the initiative of 
Emperor Nicholas and the hospitality of 
Queen Wilhelmina, he said that in view of 
such omission it was understood that Em- 
peror Nicholas should convoke the next con- 
ference. 

Dr. Belétmans’ speech was a surprise to all 
present except M. Nelidoff. The delegations 
of the countries which desired to terminate 
Russia's right to convoke the conferences 
kept silent, either because none of their 
members was a sufficient master of the 
French language to answer appropriately in 
a speech in that tongue, or in the fear that 
their objection might be taken as disrespect- 
ful to Russia. 


GREAT BALLOON RACE STARTED. 


Long Distance Event for Grand Prix 
Opens Under Unfavorable Oondi- 
tions at Paris. 


PARIS, Sept. 20.—A long distance balloon 


France was started from the Tulleries gar- 
dens this afternoon under unfavorable 
weather conditions. The wind came out of the | 
southeast, which will take the balloons toward 
the Hngtish coast and destroy the chances 
of a record unless it shifts.

BELOW A DOLLAR, 


| Professional Shorts Win in 
Hard Fought Week’s 
Battle in Pit. 


WEATHER PUTS OORN ur. 


Frost in Producing Belt Helps 
Raise Prices of Maize in 
the Market. 


If there was any notable feature in last 
week's dull wheat mariret it lay in the strug- 
gte on the part of professional bulls to keep 
the December above the dollar mark and of 
the bears to keep it under. There was a 
shifting of advantage, but when respite came 
on Saturday. the pessimists held the banner 
of victory.. Final quotations showed 9040 
for December, 1 under the closing price 
of the preceding week. The current month 
showed a net lose of 20, the May price repre- 
senting a decline of 2%c. 

From Monday morning unti) Saturday noon 
activity in the pit was at low ebb, trade at 
times being almost at a standstill. The con- 
tinued crippled wire service, combined with 
the tightness of the money market and other 
conditions,’ kept outside speculators on 
the spectators’ bench. At no time in the 
course of the week did prices reach as high 
ee the close of the week before, and floor 
bleuths declared after a general feeling of 
pulses that sentiment had become generally 
more bea Bulls, however, did not ap- 
pear to be downhearted, although their ranks 
at the week end did not show the numerical 
strength of the previous week. 


News Offerings Are Mixed. 

News calculated to shape merket destiny 
was mixed, both sides having much to flaunt 
as * convincing evidenoe,“ but the character 
of many offerings of gossip was such as to 
stamp a big question mark in the minds 
of the rank and file of traders. There was a 
world of matter in connection with the for- 
eign situation that was favorable to the 
cause of price defenders, but much of ft 
was not swallowed without the proverbial 
grain of salt. At frequent intervals the ait 
hummed with talk of big sales to Europe 
and all sorte of figures were presented to 
back up the humming. Bears declared ex- 
port prices were much out of line all week 
and thet the actual sales made were for 
speculative purposes. There were occasional 
spurts of activity in the domestic cash 
demand, but the impression finally prevailed 
that there was a good deal of hot air in 
the reported volume of business transacted. 


Conflicting Reports from Northwest. 

Crop talk from the domestic and Canadian 
northwest was of conflicting colors. Many 
messages indicated that thrashing returns 
were better than had been expected, others 
being just opposite in tenor. Saskatchewan 
and Alberta provinces reported wintry 
weather in all its roles, with the word that 
the uncut wheat had suffered great and ir- 
reparable damage. Expert B. W. Snow es- 
timated that the northwestern sections of 
Canada would not have more than 20,000,- 
000 bu of wheat that would grade up to No. 
2. He allowed 20,000,000 bu for the lower 
grades. North Dakota sent in some bad 
thrashing reports early in the week, but fol- 
lowed up with more encouraging advices late 
in the week. 

It the estimates of conservative men are 
right,“ said one of the bull, Europe can 
depend on getting only a small part of the 
Canadian crop. Chicago is loaded up with 
the best winter wheat in the country, and 
it seems to me that the time must come when 
Europe will be forced to eat into our holdings 
until the burdensome proportions are wiped 
out. The most depressing influence in the 
wheat market. at the moment is the utter 
lack of outside speculative support. The 

market responds readily to either buying or 
selling, and I believe that if the wire service 
were unimpaired we would see a much more 
active market, with outsiders arrayed on the 
buying side. The foreigners cannot find 
cheaper and better wheat for their purposes 
than our red winter.” 


Weather a Big Corn Factor. 

Trade in corn was relatively brisker and 
more interesting than that in any of the 
other markets, 

Many corn bulls are as confident of ma- 
terially higher prices as they were long be- 
fore the present level was reached. They 
insist that the frosts have worked big dam- 
age that at the moment is not visible, and 
they hold that when the poor quality of the 
nipped grain is shown there will be a big 
shift in sentiment. ‘‘ With the tail end of 
the largest yield in the history of the country 
going out well above 60c, and with a much 
reduced crop indicated, there is every reason 
to believe that the top has not been roached.“ 


Dull Week in Oats Mart. 

Seldom if ever has there been a duller and 
less interesting week in the oats market. 
Trade from beginning to end was tame, the 
pit at times being practically deserted.

Certain families of the British aristocracy 
seem to be pursued by a relentless fats, a 
fact which is brought to mind by the news of 
the sudden death of the Hon. Edward Max- 
well, brother and second heir of Lord Farn- 
ham, on his return from attending the fu- 
neral of his mother. Although the peerage 
was only created a little over 100 years ago, 
the present Lord Farnham is already the 
elsventh wearer of the coronet. 

The seventh lord died suddenly a few 
weeks after succeeding to the title, while the 
eighth lord, grand uncle of the pr2sent peer, 
lost his life, together with his wife, in the 
terrible railroad accident at Abergele, in 
Wales. It may be remembersd that a train 
of petroleum trucks got loose and started 
down the steep incline near Abergele and 
collided with the Irish mail, ths wrecked 
carriages being immediately enveloped in 
flames. 

The door, of the compartment in which 
were Lord and Lady Farnham had been 
locked in order to secure them from intrusion 
at the stations where the stops were made, 
and being thus unable to escape they per- 
ished in the flames, and their remains were 
so entirely consumed that nothing was left 
save the fused setting of some jewelry worn 
by Lady Farnham. The present Lord Farn- 
ham’s elder brother was killed a few years 
ago by a bicycle accident in the midst of fes- 
tivities organized to celebrate his coming of 
age, while his father, the late Lord Farn- 
ham, grand master of the order of Orange- 
mon, experienced no end of unpleasantness in 
connection with charges of forgery brought 
against him by a man of the name of Hale.

The founder of the family was Sir Aymar de 
Maxwell, who was grand chamberlain of the 
kingdom of Scotland. 

Lady Farnham is a m2mber of that family 
which furnished to New York its first reform 
governor in colonial days—namely, the earl 
of Bellamont, who died at his post in March, 
1701, and lies buried in St. Paul's churchyard, 
New York.

The Cootes are an ancient English family 
and the first baronet recaived his title and 
estates in Ireland from James I for his mil- 
itary services against the O’Neills, earls of 
Tyrone. It was a younger son of one of 
these Coote baronets of ths King James cre- 


ation who became earl of Bellamont. The’ 


last ear! of Bellamont died in 1774, and, hav- 
ing no legitimate issue, obtained an English 
baronetcy with remainder to his illegitimate 
son. 

The latter, on the earl’s death, succeeded 
not to his peerage but to the baronetcy and 
to the estates, and it is his grandson, th; 
present Sir Charles Algernon Coote, who has 
no son and no heir, who is constantly being
